Record Price of $463 an Acre Paid for Hover Farm—41 


Acres for Addition to Refinery Grounds, for 


Future Expansion of Plant. 


Closing of Deal Announced Wednesday by President 


Neubauer—New Equipment May Be Erected in Near 


Future, Official of Plant Declares. 


Plans for the extension of the holdings of the Solar Refinery 


i o make room for additions to the plant assumed shape Tuesday 
when the company paid Clinton and Cyrus Hover, Shawnee-tp 
farmers, $19,000 for a 41-acre tract, known as the Hover farm. 
The price is a new record for Allen-co farming property—$463 
in acre. 


It was admitted Wednesday by J. 


1. Neubauer, president of the re- 
inerr company,' that his company 
>iad been after the Hover tract for a 
long time. 
Their object, he stated. 


to provide room for future ex- 


pansion. Among the 
plans under 


consideration is the erection of, a 
u amber of new stills on the tract.

The Hover tract is one of the most 


(aluable potential industrial sites in 
the vicinity of. Lima. 
It is located 


immediately west of the Solar hold- 
iugs, between the reservoir and the 
Ottawa river and south of the Erie 
tracks. It cost the refining company 
?163 an acre to swing the deal for 
the 41 acres.

be left on the land for a time, but 
may be razed this fall.

If all the mud roads 
in the United States were paved with gold, tht. 
boy on the farm could not have the things he 
gets by coming to the city. 


The roads materials propagandist is also 


taking a particular thrust at railroad freight 
rates; but their thrust is at the rate on road 
materials. Xo interest is shown in any gen- 
eral reduction of rates. In food, fuel and mer-

Heral* (commonly called breech 


or rupture) is a protraiion thru 
torn* weakened place In t*« abdoa. 
Inal wall ol acme abdominal struc- 
ture, euch M a portfon of bowel or ot 
the fatty apron or omentum which 
covers the bowel* or of wme other 
abdominal organ. Ta« protrusion 
or bulgint 1« most frequently Men i» 
the groin, lets frequently at the nav- 
el, still leat frequently at other 
place*. Whether the rupture is first 
noticed toon after birth or many 
years after birth, generally there u 
a congenital defect 'or weakness lr - 
the abdominal vail; that is to say, a 
fault of development by reason of 
which a protrusion or giving occur* 
at some point under the effect ol 
those temporary increases of pres- 
sure associated with auch efforts as 
crying, coughing, lifting, straining or 
any vigorous muscular effort. 


In a very few^nstancea hernia 


spontaneously disappears even after 
several months, in- an infant; pract- 
ically nevei^ia an older child or as 
adult. No known appliance or treat- 
ment, other than operation, can be 
reasonably deemed curative, there- 
fore. No one who Is not hopelessly 
disabled from 
other 
co-existing 


cause should go thru life handicap- 
ped and menaced hourly by such a 
curable condition as hernia, 


The usual inguinal or groin heraia 


is a protrusion which follows the 
path of the inguinal canal thru the 
lower part of, the abdominal wall, a 
path or tunnel which is 
normally 


closed at birth, yet patulous—for it 
is the passageway of important arter- 
ies, reins, nerves, lymphatic vessels 
and ducts. 
Sometimes the protrud- 


ing structure enters only the upper 
end of this canal, the bulging being 
called incomplete hernia; sometimes 
it passes thru the canal Into the 
scrotal sac to form a complete or 
scrotal 
hernia. The 
ever-present 


danger in any type of hernia in any 
situation is that the part protruded 
may become strangulated—that is, • 
! have its circulation choked oi'f br 
contraction or swelling about the or- 
ifice from which it protrudes. That 
emergency calls for very .prompt op- 
eration 
as a life-saving 
measure. 


Strangulation may .occur in any caso 
at any time. 


Since hernia is a congenital de- 


fect, due to faulty muscular develop- 
ment of the abdominal wall, at least 
In part, it is true that a certain pre- 
ventive value attaches to careful de- 
velopment of the abdominal muscles 
by exercises adopted, to the individ- 
ual requirements, 
< 


In general, one taking such exer-" 


cises shonld He on the hack with the 
shoulders lower than the hips by a^ 
few inches, and practice.slowly ele-i 
vatlng one leg to vertical-and lower- 
ing it again, a number of times, from 
tluee to forty, according'to condi- 
tion and experience; then the other 
leg, 
and 
finally 
both 
together, 


breathing in as the legs are elevated! 
and out aa they'are lowered. 
Then' 


practice drawing the body to a sit- 
ting posture from the supine, with- 
out elevating the heels from the 
floor. 
Some such seance, regularly 


and faithfully carried out, with no 
restricting clothing or 
truss on, 


twice daily, over many months, will 
unquestionably prevent the occur- 
rence of hernia in many instances of 
congenital tendency thereto, but will 
not cure a frank hernia.
